Eprror Grirrin News: Whena party 
accused of legal or moral wrong comes 
forward and demands an investigation 
of his conduct, the natural impression 
upon the public mind is that he is not 

raid to face the truth. When that 
same party has been tried by an honest 
and impartial, to say nothing of a con- 
fessedly prejudiced jury, and, aftera 
most searching inquiry, has n tri- 
ugmphantly vindic.ted in hia ects and 
character, it would seem, in all fairness 
and common honesty, that the tongues 
of his accusers shouid be silent. 

Bat the city of Atlanta appears to be 
outlawed in this respect, 1 hope by an 
 unscrupuious few, who persist in biack- 
ening her character despite the unan- 
swerable proofof her innocence. Of 
this class a specimen appears in your 
issue of the 6th instant, in an article 
over the signature of “Common Sense.” 
I bave seldom read anything on a pub 
lie question that was characterized by 
so mach of unfairness and reckless 
statements. The writer not only char- 
ges the city of Atlanta with faithless- 
ness in carrying out the solemn con- 
tracts with the state, but it seems, 
would hold her responsible for the 
misdeeds of the Kimballs, and for all 
the villainous legisiation of the rauical 
party under the re:gn of Builock and 
his robber clan. 

I shall not insult the intelligence of 
your readers by replying to this latter 
charge or implication. No city in the 
rtate had a more thorough detestation 
ot that iniquitous party and its equaliy 
iniquitous acts than the city of Atlaata, 
auu I bazard nothing when I add no: 
one did as much to drive it from power 
and render ‘t impotent for further 
harm. ‘This is history, and no amount 
of misreprerentation can |) otch out. 

Nor ehbali | enter into a defense of 
Mr, H. lL. Kimball for his Lospitalities 
to the leyislature, .he motive that 
prompted them, or his contract with 
that bedy tofurnish the state with a 
capitol building. These are matters 
between him and them. 

Atlanta has suffered her full share at 
his hands, and he must louk elsewhere 
if he needs either a champion or apol 
ogist. The only connection of that city 
with his contract was bona fide and 
carried out in both letter and spirit. 
It was more, it was far more liberal 
than ber original agreement with the 
state, and far beite: for the state itself. 
Her original contract was in considera- 
tion of the location of the seat of gov- 
ernment, there to furnish accommoda- 
tions for the public business for the 
term often years free of cost to the 
state. That was all. Has she complied 
with the terms of that contract? It 
was charged in the laie state conven- 
tion that she had not, whereupon her 
representatives in that body promptly 
demanded an investigation, which was 
as promptly granted. A committee 
of investigation was appointed, consist- 
ing of such well known, honorable and 
disinterested gentlemen as Hon. Fran- 
cis [ontaine, W.8. Wallace, Samuel! 
Hawkins, Pope Barrow, Miles W. Lew- 
is and Johu Collier, the last named oaly 
being from the county of Fulton, or at 
all personaly interested in the ques- 
tion. A most thorough investigation 
was had, and the committee made a re- 
port deciarivy that the city of Atlanta 
had throughout not only acted in per- 
fect good taith with the state, but bad 
more than she was either legally or 
morally bound to do. 

That question settles the question 
with every honest man in Gecrgia for 
alltime tocome. After itall, the mis- 
siles of Atlanta’s enemies must fall 
harmless at her feet, not excepting the 
impotent cannonade of ‘* Common 
Sense.” I annex an extract of the re- 
port, Mr Editor, and beg you will 
print it as # part of this communica- 
tion, that your readers may appreciate 
to its full extent the shameful injustice 
of the Union and Recorder’s corres~ 
pondent: 

Betore closing, | wish to say to the 
writer, “Common Sense,” that Atlanta 
never “made titles @ the state” to the 
opera house, as he seems to suppose, 
as she never owned that property. She 
was holding it for the benefit of the 
state at an annual rental of $6,000, 
which, in the ten years for which she 
had ayreed to furnish a capitol free of 
charge to the state, would have amount- 
ed to just $60,000. When the staie con- 
cluded t» purchase in 1870, she »greed 
to pay $130.000 of the purchase money, 
or what was « quivalent to over twenty- 
one years of rental. 

Do you call this bad faith? More 
than this, she paid the rent of an ex- 
ecutive mansion for the governor from 
1868 up to the date of the purchase of 
a mausion by the state. Asx to the $60,- 
000 mortgege upon the building at ihe 
time of sale, it was none of Atlanta’s 
business, but the duty of the state offi- 
cials to look after it and see that it was 
raised before the purchase money was 
paul, All parties probably knew of its 
exwtence and part of the bond to be 
given in payment of the purchase 
money were deposited in the treasury 
to be kept there until the mortgage was 
Satisfied and clear titles could be passed. 
It they were allowed to go out of the 
treasury without the performance of 
that condition, it was the’-fault of the 
governor, for which Atlanta is in no 
wise responsible. And yet without 
the slightest obligation, lega! or moral, 
resting upon her, Atlanta generously 
came forward when the traud was as- 
Certained, and paid off the $60,000 
moriguge, then amounting, principal 
aud mterest, to $75,233 90, thus saving 
that large amount wo tue tax payers of 
the state, 

Finally, I have to say to “Common 
Sense,” that the same honor and good 
faith that have characterized the con 
duct of Atlanta in the past will mark it 
in the future. ‘There is no mortgage 
upon her city hall quae, or upon any 
other property that sie owns, and when 
she makes a trans’er to the state of a 
capitol or other possession, the latter 
will never be troubled to defend the

SENATOR CONKLING ON 
PUBLACAN FOES. 


His RE. 


What he Thinks of Haye*, Kvarts, 
achurz, Devems, aud the Mest of 
them 


From an Interview in the N Y. Herald. 
Reporter—In this city,Mr. Conkling, 
the most determined opponents ycu 
have seem to show themselves. 

Mr. Conkling— Yes, there are about 
three buudred persons here who be- 
lieve themselves to occupy the solar 
walks and miiky way, and even up 
there they lift their skirts very carefully 
for f-ar even the heavens might stain 
them. Some of these people would 
vote egainst a man because he had been 
nominated. The mere fact of nomina- 
tion and selection reduces him in their 
estimation. They would have people 
till the offices by no hing less than di- 
vine seleciion. If it were not co amus- 
ing, one would jose patience with this 
class of people; they are after the unat~ 
tainable in human government. 

“Now looking at these amendments,” 
said Mr. Conkling, after a pause. 
“Jackson 8S, Schuliz and others concoc- 
ted them, and yet they dared not put 
them in the mouths of their candidates 
to be advocated among the people.” 

* Don’t vou thivk, sir, we have heard 
the last of these amendments ?”’ 

“IT think s0. They were brought to 
the Rochester convention by that Mr. 
Foster, of Westchester, who demanded 
that they be considered and incorpora- 
ted in our platform. I saw that it was 
atrap. For myself, | have always been 
in favor of the largest exercise of suf- 
frege by the people, notwithstanding 
all the defects which [ know may be 
in that mighty ay teed power. I told 
my friends at Rochester that the 
amendments were a trap, and we re- 
fused to give them any consideration.” 
‘“ Mr. Conkling, are you satisfied that 
the administration at Washington was 
anxious for vour defeat ?” 

“From the time Hayes came into 
cffice and appointed a democratic cab- 
inet,” said Mr. Conkling, “the princi- 
pal labor of little Evarts and the rest 
has been to withdraw the republican 
support from me.” 

“Has Evarts made any expression on 
that head ?” 

“He told a gentleman some time ago 
that the reform movements of the ad- 
ministration, as faras New York was 
concerned, were to break up chieftain- 
ship. I suppose that chieftainship 
was a di claration of censure upon my- 
self.”’ 

‘But bas the administration directed 
any official act against you in this last 
election ?” 

“Yes. They made the remove!s of 
the principal officeholders in New 
York,whom I match them to duplic ste, 
muca less excel, a week before this 
state election came off. Wes that 
chivalric bebavior toward a republican 
seeking to extricate the state from the 
democratic administration? And,” 
said Mr. Conkling, with rising fervor, 
“if we bad received the Hayes votes in 
the state of New York, or even a fair 
portion of them, the state wou'd have 
been republican to-day, restored to its 
proper place in influence and charac- 
ter,” 

“Do vou think that the celebrated 
order directing officeholders to abstain 
from all political action wasalso in~ 
tended to operate against individual 
public men ?” 

“Undoubtedly that celebrated re- 
formatory order was factional in its 
intent, made in the intcrest of envious 
and presuming little men. Sherman 
goes out to Ohio end mskes speeches 
in defiance ot it; McCrary goes to Iowa 
and manages a convention despite the 
order, and finally Devens—who is a 
pretty good sort of a fellow, or bas 
been in the past--writes to Massachu- 
setts (1 think Senator Conkling said tu 
Collector Simmons) and says that the 
order meant itself to be disobeyed, 
and that the way to obsy it was to 
violate it.” 

“Senator, criticism .on President 
Hayes seems to be defective, because 
it does not substitute any kind of ac~ 
tion in place of the action that he has 
thought fit to take.” 

*Tnere is no considerable element in 
the repubiican party,” said Senator 
Conkling, “which objects to the re- 
moval of troops from the southern 
states. I bave made no objection on 
that score. Butall that was required 
of him was to take out the troops and 
nothingelse. He had noright to make 
a bargain or compromise with the legis 

lature of the state in the interests of the 
presidency. His interfering with a 
state by compromise or bargan was as 
much a violation of the law as if he 
had interfered with troops and by 
aris.” 

‘Nevertheless, senator,a large element 
of opposition to Mr. Hayes comes from 
tbe radical northern element.” 

“Very properly,”-said Mr. Conkling, 
“all through the north are eubstantial 
people whu are like Miles Standish in 
their devotion to the original intent 
and sympathies of the republicaa par- 
tv, as a free northern party. These 
people do not ot ject so much to with- 
drawing physical force from the south 
as they do io the conspicuous contrast 
of Mr. Hayes in the ae geogs | by the 
vote of Louisiana, and Mr. Packard 
turned out. Every man knows that on 
the face of those returos Packard was 
more elected than Hayes by 3,000 or 

4,000 votes. You cannot present taco e 
returns in any dorm that wi!l not ,ive 
more legality to Packard as governor of 
Louisiana than to Hayes as president. 
People say thie man assumes all the 
virtues of reform in an office which he 
has gained by the simple repudiation 
of the ladder that lifted him. It is the 
general record of usurpers tbat though 
surtained they do their favors to the 
other side.

“Devens always ran for office in 
gy my the democratic 


governor in this state. I have no faith 
in a p:esident whose only distinct act 
is ingratitude to the men who vot 
for him and the party which gave him 
its fealty. Inthe domain and forum of 
honor that sense of Mr. Hayes’s infi- 
delity stands forward and challenges 
him. It is felt by honest men all over 
this country.

Richmond, Atianta and Sew Orleans. 
New Orleans Democrat. 


The city of Richmond, Va, has 
doubled her population since the war, 
After the war she was a masa of ruing, 
and her population was composed 
chiefiy of bankrupts and paupers. 
Bankrupts and paupers made so by the 
war, by the s+l{-sacrifice and devotion 
of her noble people to the lost caure. 
In twelve or fifteen years she emerges 
from this desperate condition into a 
thriving commercial city, with a popu- 
lation of seventy-five thousand, with 
three hundred and thirty-one factories 
of all sorts, turning out every product 
of art, from a lucifer match to a steam 
engine. The salesof her factories in 
1876 reached the sum of $22,434 800 
Her wheat and corn mills produced 
$2,857,000 her fortysone tobacco facto- 
ries $12 038,300, her iron works $2,32,- 
780 ; and the bonds of the corporation 
of Richmond at par. 

To accomplish these marvelous re- 
sults, Richmond has encountered those 
two great obstacles,so much dwelt on 
in this city as the principal difficulties 
to the increase and development of 
New Orleans, to-wit: a lamentable 
luck of capital, an oppressive state 
debt, and consequent burdensome tax - 
ation and severat years of carpet-bayg 
administration of the state govern- 
ment. 

The population of Richmond, too, is 
more largely southern than that of 
New Orleans. It isa common but un- 
just reproach of our south+rn born 
people, that they are deficient in en~ 
terprise, energy and industry. 

Let the progress of Richmond and 
Atlanta during the last twelve years 
furnish the relutations of this slander. 
Their rapid advancement eguainst like 
obstacles and from the same condition 
of ruin and devastation as our own, is 
due to the vigor and zeal with which 
they have maintained their great ar- 
tificial agencies to transport produce 
from the interior, and by their faciories 
convert the same into forms for expor- 
tation which quadruple the value of 
these raw products in the maraets of 
the world. 

Thus the tobacco product of the 
whole state, which in its crude state 
does not reach the amount of eight 
millions of dollars and only a fraction 
of which 1s sent to Richmond, is by 
her forty-one factories converted intoa 
manufactured articie ot the value of 
$12,038,300. In the production of this 
new forin of this staple thousands of 
luborers are employed. 

Now, supposing that even a fraction 
of our ninety millions of dollars of 
cotton were manipulated and converted 
into the new forms of yarns, or coarse 
cloths, tripling or quadrupling the value 
of the raw material, the wealth and 
population ot New Orleans would be 
necessarily correspondingly increased. 
Whereas, the melancholy fact stares 
us in the face, that the hitherto value- 
less seed of the cotton 
supplies the material for our 
only thriving manufscture, whilst the 
lint, always the most valuable of our 
agricultural products, is seut here to be 
forwarded elsewhere to be manufac- 
tured into the simplest forms of mann 
facture, thereby supporting large pop 
ulations in distant countriés, and giving 
employment here, forthe purpose of 
receiving and forwaidipg it, to a popu- 
lation only about equal to that of some 
of the thriving villages of the west, 
Lhis, too, in a city where we have the 
high testimony of the vice president of 
the Central Lilinois railroad for assert- 
ing there is more idle and cheap labor, 
and where the expenses of subsistence 
are lower than in St. Louis, Chicago er 
Louisville.

What Gen. Longstreet Says. 


Gen. Longstreet writes the following 
letter to the editor of the Allegan 
(Mich.) Journal. It speaks for itself: 


GAINESVILLE, GA., Oct. 29, 1877. 
Hon. D. C. Henderson, Allegan, Mich: 

Dear Sir: * * * Your views of 
governmental patronage are certainly 
warranted by custom in cases, and b 
fair inferences for services rendered; 
yetthere seems to be a loose screw 
somewhere, which gives a phase to this 
administration, differing somewhat in 
its hearing to party alliances from those 
that precedid it, 

Democrats in some instances claim 

that the president is indebted to their 
party for his high office, inasmuch as 
that party held in its hands power to 
prevent the inauguration. Some claim 
that the count would not be allowed 
but for certain guarantees that the 
policy of the new administration wouid 
be in sympathy with their party, so far 
at least as submission to their claims to 
the goverment. Guarantees not implied 
in the oath of office under the constitu 
tion are unusual, but it seemed better 
to submit to the enforce.nent of their 
claims by the other party than to en~ 
force the claims of the republican 
party. 
The striking feature in the course of 
the new administration is it; concilia~ 
tory policy, and this seems most need- 
ful to the country just now. It is true 
that this h'gher plane from which to 
move to future progress, could have 
been more gracefully reached through 
judicious selections from the republican 
party, and as efficaciousl;; but since it 
has pleased the president io seek it 
through otber channe!s let us snbmit 
his plans to a fair trial. The senate is 
in a condition to check it whenever it 
is thought better to do so. 

President Grant after his first inaug- 
uration, essayeda simular policy, but 
then neither party was ready for it, 
and’ he was wan J back into party 
lines. Now both parties seem ready, 
aud the question 1s how best te reach 
it. 

It is interestirg to witness leaders 
and democrats of the line seeking of- 
fice of a republican president, whose 
election they claim was irauduient, 
while they continue to denounce those 
of the south who accepted office from 
P.esident Grant, whose election they 
never questioned. I am, sir, very re-

It 
provides for the creation of a new ex 
ecutive department, with a secretary, 
and assistant secretary to be appointed 
by the presidegt and confirmed by the 
senate, the said department to be 
charged with thesupervisicn and care of 
the commercial, sgriculiural, manufac- 
turing and mining interests of the 
United States in so far asthe same are 
coptned to the national government 
by the constitution. ‘Lhe bill provides 
among other details that this new de- 
partment shail be charged with the 
execution of all the laws of the United 
States relating to 

TRADE AND Co MMERCE, 
both foreign and domestic, to customs 
duties and internal revenue, taxes to 
navigation, light houses, _ rivers, 
etc., and that it collect and tabulate 
sta'istics relating to the agriculture, 
commerce, manulactures and mining of 
the Uniied States,and that its secretary 
shall report to the president for the in- 
formation of congiesr, the information 
co'lected, with such recommendations 
as he shall deem of importance or of 
public interest. 
SUPREME COURT. 

In the supreme court, the case of 
Rodick vs. Hutebings and Wells, from 
Texas, was decided. The court held 
that a neutral residing in the United 
States during the late war had no right 
to export cotton from this country, and 
it his movements in attem pting to do so 
wre interfered with by private or other 
parties he cannot recover damages in 
the courts of the United States.
